Cen. Miles Did not Leave 
aS Announced, 


He Failed to Get the Orders the 
President Prepared.

ARMY STAYS AT. SANTIACO, 


Friction Between Cubans and 
Americans Grows. 


The Former Do not Observe the 
Kules of Wartare.

RELIEF FOR Bi.OCKADING SHIPS. 


Large Fleet of Auxillary Craft Go- 
ing from Atlantic Coast Ports to 
Cuba—Hids to Be Opened for 
Transporting Toral’s Forces. 


fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Because of 
a failure on the part of Gen. Miles to 
receive the orders which the President 
prepared late yesterday, for him to 
take command of the military expedi- 
tion against Porto Rico, that officer did 
not.depart, ~ was cxpected, from Si- 
bony. The mistake was _ corrected 
this morning, and as a result of some 
short telegraphic correspondence that 
followed during the day, it was gath- 
ered at the department that the Yale 
would start tonight. Contrary to the 
first intention, and probably without 
Gen. Miles’s seeking, the Yale is to be 
convoyed by a naval vessel that Ad- 
miral Sampson has been instructed to 
select from among the vessels of his 
fleet. This may result in delaying 
Gen. Miles’s programme somewhat, as 
none of the vessels with Sampson is 
able to keep pace with the Yale. Nev- 
ertheless, there is no doubt that the 
general will reach Porto Rico before th> 
detachment of troops from Charleston. 

War Department officials feel that 
they are fully justified in their decision 
to retain practically all of Shafter’: 
army at Santiago by the press reports 
that reached them today, indicating the 
growth of serious friction between the 
American forces and the Cuban troops, 
growing out of the latter’s exclusion 
from Santiago by Gen. Shafter’s orders. 
It is felt now that the garrison origin- 
ally proposed, two immune regiments, 
would have been quite insufficient to 
Meet an outside Spanish force that 
might come from Holguin or Manza- 
nillo, and also to restrain the rapacity 
of the Cubans. It is realized that the 
present situation is full of. difficulties, 
and the future is dark, owing to the 
disposition evidenced by the Cubatts to 
ignore or refuse to.be bound by the 
amenities of modern warfare. 

This first symptom of friction has 
suggested to the officials innumerable 
difficulties that will arise in the fu- 
ture. Of course, it would seem to be 
only politic now to avoid an open rup- 
ture with the Cubans, provided that 
they can be kept in leash, and not in- 
volve the United States in the dis« 
grace that would folow. the sacking of 
helpless communities, but it begins io 
appear that for some time to come, and 
even after the conquest of Cuha, is 
complete, the United States must 
maintain there a military government, 
in order to meet the responsibilities 
which it has assumed to the civilized 
world. The personnel of the Porto 
Rican expedition had been left in a 
large measure in the hands of Gen. 
Brooke, it is not possible yet to give 
an accurate roster of the organiza- 
tions that will enter into it. 

The President announced privately 
today that, while no date of departure 
of the treops to be sent from Chicka- 
mauga to Porto Rico had been fixed, 
he expected they would leave about one 
week from tomorrow. He is awaiting a 
detailed report from Gen. Brooke, rec- 
ommending what troops and supplies 
should be sent from Chickamauga. 
The present plan is stated to be ta 
embark them at Newport News or Nor-. 
folk. and those at Tampa either there 
or at Key West. 

Admiral Sampson has received final 
orders from the Navy Department as 
to the part the American fleet is to 
take in the campaign against Porto 
Rico. They are based on the view that 
the campaign is essentially an army 
movement, the duties of the navy being 
to lend every support and assistance to 
the land operations. The admiral is 
instructed to aid the army movements 


by dispatching convoys when required, 
and by covering the landing of troops. 
As there is no Spanish fleet in San 
Juan Harbor or other Porto Rican 
ports, the navy has a limited field of 
operation. The reduction of the harbor 
fortifications will be the main work, 
but this and all other operations of the 
fleet will be supplementary to the main 
operations conducted by the army. The 
strategists, military and naval, are 
azreed in the view that the taking of 
Porto Rico is primarily a military un- 
dertaking, and Admiral Sampson's or- 
ders are on these lines. 

The Nevy Department is rapidly 
moving the large fleet of auxiliary 
creft, made up of merchant ships, large 
ocean-going yachts, tugs, ete., ftom 
Atlantic coast points to Cuban waters, 
where they will be placed on blockade 
duty, thus releasing the larger ships 
for more active duty at Porto Rico and 
the coast of Spain. Three of these 
smaller craft were sent south today, 
and most all of them will be on the 
way within a week, stopping only long 
enough at Norfolk to have their hat- 
telies strengthened. When the war 
broke out a large number of these aux. 
iliary craft were purchased. They 
have been distributed along the coast 
from Maine'to Florida, at some forty 
points er more, making an effective 
coast patrol. There is felt no further 


need of this patrol, so that, with the | 


exception of a few important points, 
the auxiliary craft will be withdrawn 
for service in Cuba, 

Bids will be opened tomorrow in New 
York, in the presence of Col. Hecker, 
chief of the Transportation Bureau of 
the War Department, for the ¢onvey- 
ance home to Spain of the Spanish 
army captured by Gen. Shafter. Mean- 
while, in advance of the opening, a 
bid has come to the department from 
one of the big foreign lines, proposing 
to carry 18,000 men from Santiago to 
Cadiz for the lump sum of “£125,000. 
Any increcse or diminution in the 
number will be charged for in the same 
proporticn. This bid is being held up 
subject to the formal opening tomor- 
row, 

HAINES’S BRIGADE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—The fol- 

lowing regiments comprising Haines’s 
brigade have been ordered to Newport 
News, whence they will embark for 
Porto Rico: Third JMIllinois, Fourth 
Pennsylvania and Fourth Ohio, com- 
prising from 3800 to 4000 men. In oddt- 
tion. four batteries of artillery, 1 iking 
700 men and 1000 horses; a_ hospital 
corps of 200 and a signal corps of 200 
have been ordered to Newport News. 
It has not been definitely decided, and 
will not be until Gen. Brooke has been 
heard from, which regiments from the 
First and Second divisions of his corps 
shall go to Porto Rico, but the First 
and Third Kentucky and Fifth Illinois 
are among the probable selections. The 
First Illinois is the only regiment 
known here to have actually gone to 
Porto Rico with Gen. Miles. 

GEN. GARRETSON’S CABLE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CLEVELAND (0O.,) July 19.—Gen. 

George A. Garretson cabled from San- 
tiago to his wife, under date fo July 
18, that he would embark for Porto 
Rico that day. 

TEN THOUSAND AFLOAT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—It is re- 

garded as certain by the officers of the 
War Department that Gen. Miles and 
the first contingent of the Porto Rican 
expedition are now en route from San- 
tiago to the point in Porto Rico where 
a landing is to be effected. 
Alger said this evening that he hoped 
and expected that Gen. Miles, with his 
forces from Cuba, would get away to- 
night. 

At 8 o’clock tonight, Gen. Miles was 
still in Cuban waters, but so far as the 
war officials here are informed, the 
vanguard of the Porto Rican expedition 
was finally prepared to leave. The 
War Department exchanged several 
cable messages with Gen. Miles during 
the late afternoon and early evening, 
regarding the details of the expedition, 
but in none of the dispatches did the 
general indicate the precise hour of his 
departure. The impression conveyed is 
that he was awaiting the naval ves- 
sels which are to act as convoys. 

It is stated definitely that Gen. Miles 
has no intention to await the arrival 
of the several parts of the expedition 
from the United States before moving 
upon Porto Rico. It is, in fact, his 
purpose with such troops as he now 
has, to break grqund on the island for 
the forces that will arrive later from 
this country. His landnig will be ef- 
fected, if necessary, under the guns of 
the vessels of the navy. !t is not an- 
ticipated that serious resistance will be 
encountered, as the Spanish force on 
the entire island is only slightly larger 
than the force which accompanies Gen. 
Miles. 

Arrangements for the departure of 
the trops from this country, which are 
to comprise the greater part of the 
expedition, are being pressed with the 
utmost vigor. Difficulty is being ex- 
perienced in securing proper transports 
but that, in a measure, has been over- 
come. Within a day or two, 10,000 men, 
it is expected, will be afloat for Porto 
Rico, and the remainder of the expedi- 
tion will be sent forward as rapidly 
as possible.* 

This afternoon and evening the com- 
missary department of the army was 
engaged in making preparations for 
the subsistence of the Porto Rican 
expedition. It is an enormous task, 
and Gen. Egan, the commissary gen- 
eral, is still busily engaged in perfect- 
ing his plans. Practically all the nec- 


essary supplies, except fresh beef, have 
been provided for.

SPAIN'’S HOPES TO RECONQUER HER 
LOST TERRITORY. 


To Make Peace Now Would Look 
Like an Avowal That She Has 
Been Vanquished—Poor Old Toral 
to Be Court-martialed for Giving 
tp His Provinee,. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT } 

MADRID, July 19, 19 p.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.] The evening papers say 
that the Cabinet council today was oc- 
cupied by the capitulation of Santiago 
de Cuba. Ministers expressed surprise 
that Gen. Toral had included the whole 
military division of the province in the 
surrender. When de‘ails have been re- 
ceived the question of a court-martial 
of Gen. Toral will te submitted. 

El Imparcial learns from several 
members of the Cabinet that, in their 
opinion, for Spain to sue now for peace 
would be an avowal that she is van- 
quished. Moreover, they believe that 
the United States, flattered by the tri- 
umph at Santiago, would only consent 
to peace on unequal terms, and there- 
fore it is preferable to continue’ the 
war, in the hope of reconquering a 
portion of the lost territory. <As the 
government makes no si€n, it can only 
be supposed, says El Imparcial, that 
the Ministers disagree on the question. 

Some papers believe that the recon- 
struction of the Cabinet is imminent. 

WHISPER OF PEACE.

Spain naturally 
wishes to utilize the rivairy between 
France and Germany to further Span- 
ish interests by retaining the Philip- 
pines and avoiding the payment of a 
war ince nnity.”’ 


RISKY GAME. 23 


Spanish Authorities are Play- 


ing for High Stakes. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, July 19.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Madrid says: “In 
consequence of the reign of terror in- 
augurated by the papers, the people 
believe the wildest rumors afloat. Ev- 
ery body sees that the papers hint much 
between the lines, affecting to know 
more than perhaps they really do. The 


universal impression ‘is that the ‘gov- 
ernment is acting dictatorially, simply 
because it has grounds to believe that 
the monarchy is menaced not only by 
the Carlists or the Republicans, but 
also a widespread popular and military 
discontent, in consequence -of whieh a 


high-handed policy is deemed necessary 
in order to make peace quickly without | 
the assistance of the Cortes, which will 
only be asked to pass a hiil of indem- 
nity when the nation is somewhat ree- 


onciled to the sacrifice of territory in 
the West Indies and in the Philippines. 

“The capital of Spain presents a 
strange aspect under the extraordinary 
measures taken by the government to 


impose silence upon the press. At first 
all the papers attempted to protest 
against. proceedings which have no 


the 


precedent since the last years of 


reign of Iabella II on the eve of the 
revolution. Similar severities were re- 
sorted to by the reactionary Cabinet 
aguinst the opposition, which at that 
time was headed by such leaders as 


Sagasta, Castellar, Serano and Perian. 

“Gen. Chinchilla, the captain-general 
of Madrid, again summoned into his 
presence today ten of the principal ed- 
itors-am Madrid: -He sternly warned 
them that he was not going to be 
trifled with; that he would suppress the 
newspapers and imprison and court- 
martial the editors if they dared to dis- 


obey the rules laid down. He even 
forbade them to publish papers with 
blanks in the spaces in their columns 
in which the censor had suppressed ar- 
ticles or paragraphs, intimating ¢@hat 
the space must be filled up anyhow. 
The public, however. ignores the se- 


verity of the censorship. which ts even 
worse in the provinces than in Madrid. 
“One leading Liberal statesman ¢x- 
plains the conduct of the government 
thus: 
‘*Premier Sagasta had to resort to 
the severe polciy of the state of siege 


(martial law) because several gener- 
als—even Weyler, Campos, Polavieja 
and Chinchilla—told him they could not 
answer for the consequences cof an 


agitation fomented ly the press and 
Carlists and the Republican conspira- 
cies. On the other hand, the paper 
nuncio and the foreign Ambassa‘lors 
told him that no step would be taken 
toward peace unless President M. kin- 
ley was assured that the government 
eould enforce the conditions imposed 
by events. 

“*For the same reasons SeAscr Sa- 
gasta and the Minister of Wor atrected 
to ignore the progress of the negotia- 
tions of the capitulation of Santlace, 
although Gens. Blanco and Toral tele- 
araphed every day the sucecssive stags 
of the parleying. Blaneo washing his 
hands of all responsibility, and Toral 
begging Sagasta to authorize him to 
act. while the government in Madrid 
took care to state officially that Teral 
acted entirely on his own responsibility 
and could not undertake to offer sur- 
render all the forces of the whole prov- 
ince of Santiago. When all is over, 
Sagasta will érring the news on the 
country. He intends to act !n the 
same way in reverd to the conditions 
of peace. He will only let them out 
when they pre signed... It is a very 
risky game, but it is the only means of 
saving the monarchy and the regency, 
if the army remains loyal.’” 


MADRID NEWS SCARCE. 
FASSOCT UTED PHYSS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
LONDON, July 20.—Owing to the se- 
verity of the censorship at Madri, the 
London mornin® newspapers today are 
quite without Madrid dispatche-, ex- 
cept brief messages sent by way of 
France.

AMERICANS TAKE POSSESSION OF 
CAIMANERA AND GUANTANAMO. 


Spaniards Notified if They Destroyed 
Any Property They Would not 
Be Treated as Prisoners of 
War. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. COPYRIGHT.] 
CAMP M'CALLS, Julz 18, 7 p.m., via 
Playa del Este, Guantanamo Bay, July 
18. A launch from the Marbdlenead 
went up the bay this afternoon to Ver- 
tayca del Toro, opposite Caimanera, 
and gave formal notice to the Spanish 
commander of the surrender of Gen. 
Toral's troops, together with the con- 
ditions of the capitulation of Santiago. 
A limited time was fixed for hauling 
down the Spanisn flag over Caimanera, 

The American Officer also gave notice 
that if the Spanish gunboat Sandoval 
was disabled in any way or if any arms, 
ammunition,* public buildings or bar- 
racks at Caimanera or Guantanamo 
were destroyed the Spaniards would not 
be treated as prisoners of war. The 
flag was hauled down this afternoon. 

From Spanish sources it is learned 
that the total force in Guantanamo and 
Caimanera is about five thousand, of 
which number, however, only about 
three thousand are fit for service, the 
others being disabled by sickness or 
wounds. Tomorrow steps will be taken 
for a formal surrender. 

What disposition will be made of the 
prisoners has not yet been determined, 
because of the presence of yellow fever 
among them. A rigid quarantine will 
be maintained, and it is probable that 
transports for the removal of the pris- 
oners will be sent up the bay and 
loaded there,- instead of having the 
priscners marched down here. 


GREAT FREE LUNCH.

SANTIAGO, July 19.—{Exciusive Dis- 
patch.] Forty thousand refugees are 
being fed by the Red Cross, a severe 
drain on the supplies.

HOLDING THE REINS. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPQRT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—Some ap- 
prehension is expressed here that the 
assumption by the United States of the 
control of affairs at Santiago may lead 
to trouble with the Cubans. A few 
days before the surrender of the city 
Gen. Garcia sent-a committee to Gen. 
Shafter, informing him that the Cubans 
had selected a Cuban named Castillo 
for governor of the city. It is plain, 
however, from the reading of the Pres- 
ident’s order to Gen. Shafter, that it 
will be a long time before this Cuban 
officer is allowed to exercise the func- 
tions of governor, and it is believed it 
is the President's purpcse, when the 
military govermment he has just 
erected gives way, to replace it with a 
popular government, meaning thereby 
a government for Santiago, chosen by 
the free vote of the people of Santiago. 

Some doubt is expressed as to 
whether. this programme will be en- 
tirely acceptable to that element of the 
Cuban party which demands immedi- 
ate possession of captured territory.

CITY OF SILENCE. 


SANTIAGO QUIET UNDER THE FLAG 
OF UNCLE SAM, 

What Life Appears is of the Piensed 

or the Pitifal Order—Score of 


American Transports Enter the 
Harbor,

SANTIAGO HARBOR, July 1, 5 p.m., 
via Kingston, Jamaica, July 1%. 8:45 
2.m.—Santiago is now a city of silence. 
The American flag waves over the mil- 
itary headquarters, on Moro’'s  flag- 
staff and Red Cross emblems are as 
plentiful as church spires. Almost the 
entire population this afternoon is 
gathered about the wharves where the 
Spanish shipping, now prizes of the 
United States, will soon be augmented 
by a large fleet of transports fiying 
the American colors, 

Some stores, mostly for the sale of 


liquor or drugs, are open, but their 
patrons are few. Beggars are in evi- 
denc®, of the same -importune- sort 


which make Havana unpleasant for 
foreigners. Now and then a man or 
woman of the better class begs the cor- 
respondents for ‘Milk for my little one, 
in the name of God.” 

At the dock where the Red Cross 
steamer State of Texas is unloading 
and preparing for a long stay, @ guard 
from the Ninth Infantry*® has been 
mounted, but the soldiers have had lit- 
tle trouble, except from the inroads by 
bad boys, 

There is no evidence of gloom on 
the faces of the * Spanish men and 
women. These mercurial people are al- 
ready laughing, and are pleased at the 
military and naval show, and at the 
prospect of getting food other than rice 
and salt meats, 

Nearly all the better class of houses 
are closed. The residents evidently 
have nct yet returned from El Caney 
and other suburban places, to which 
they fled on the threat of the bom- 
bardment by the land and sea forces of 
the United States. Filth is noticeable 
everywhere and, strange to say, the 
city is healthy in spite of it. But if 
Santiago is to continue healthy, much 
sanitary work is necessary. Arrange- 
ments, therefore, are now under way to 
remove the most dangerous features 
and to improve those which tend to 
purify the city. 

The harbor of Santiago de Cuba is 
a very beautiful place, with its high 
ramparts of mountain groves of cocoa 
palms, banana trees and flowering 
shrubs, pushing down to the very brink 
of-4he bay. The channel is tortuous 
and marked by bright blue and white 
buoys, or more clearly defined"in places 
by long booms of logs, marking the 
efitrance of shallow bays and inlets. 


Old churches, forts and bastions share 
the promontories with light, wooden 
houses for: summer houses of the upper 
classes, 

The harbor was the scene of a beau- 


tiful marine pageant thig afternoon. A 
score or more of Ameritan transports, 
the way being pointed out by § the 


Suwanee, glided majestically to the 
quiet anchorage, something they had 


not enjoyed for weeks, being compelled 


instead to stand out to sea at night 
to be tossed about by the waves, or to 
use the precarious holding grounds off 
Baiquiri. They were fine boats, many 
of them being among the largest speci- 
mens of the American merchant ma- 
rine. 


SANITARY PRECAUTIONS. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

SANTIAGO, July 18, 6 p.m., via 
Kingston, July 19, 10 a.m.—Strenuous 
efforts to prevent the spread of infec- 
the American 
troops in front of Santiago de Cuba 
were made so soon as the city surren- 
dered, and for the past thirty-six hours 
our soldiers have been sent as rapidly 
as possible to the hills to the north of 
the city, where new camps have been 
established.

The physical condition of our troops 
is not considered serious, now that the 
number of cases of fever is growing 
less all the time, and it is believed 
that the disease will disappear with 
thea removal of the soldiers to healthier 
localties and the extra precautions 
which are being made. 

Gen, Wheeler’s cavalry division is 
practically free from sickness, and, 
probably will be allowed to go to Porto 
Rico, to take part in the campaign. 

CUBANS BECOMING HOSTILE. 

A fact which is impressed more and 
more every day upon’ the American 
officers and men is the increasing 
strained relations between the Ameri- 
cans and Gen. Garcia's Cuban soldiers. 
Indeed, the situation has now reached 
a point where there is practically no 
communication between the armies, 
and their relations border on those of 
hostile rather than the relations which 
one would suppose should exist be- 
tween allies, 

After Gen. Shafter announced his de- 
cision not to let the Cuban junta enter 
the city of Santiago, deep mutterings 
were among Gen. Garcia’s camp. It 
was evident that the Cubans were 
greatly disappointed at the step taken 
by the American commander, for they 
had confidently counted upon having 
Santiago turned over to loot and plun- 
der, as they had in succession sacked 
Raiquiri, Siboney and El Caney. Con- 
sequently, their disappointment was 
keen when they ascertained that they 
were not to be permitted to take pos- 
session of the city upon Gen. Toral’s 
surrender. On Friday last, Castillo, a 
brother of Demares Castillo, went to 
Gen. Shafter’s headquarters in order to 
ascertain the cause of this. 

“Why is Santiago to remain in the 
hands of our enemies?” he asked. 

“The Spaniards are not our enemies,”’ 
replied Gen. Shafter. “We are fighting 
the soldiers of Spain, but we have no 
desire to despoil her citizens. No Cu- 
ban will be allowed to enter the city, 
nor @vill any Americans The govern- 
ment of the city is for the people to 
decide. When the American army 
leaves it, I presume it will be turned 
over to you, but not until then.” 

Castillo, who came direct from Gen. 
Garcia’s camp, did not attempt to con- 
ceal his chagrin. The Cuban soldiers 
now fully realize that there is a ris- 
ing sentiment against them in the 
army .They hear nothing but words of 
scorn from our men as they pass on- 
ward, lugging their bacon and hard- 
tack into the woods, Even our officers 
no longer conceal their disgust for 
their allies, and it is understoond that 
the warm friendship displayed toward 
them at first has turned into contempt, 
for the Cubans have neither fought nor 
worked... 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press, who sends this dispatch, saw a 


| group of Cubans refuse point blank to 


aid in building roads, and during the 
two days’ heavy fighting, while they 
were loitering in the rear, our surgecns 
sought in. vain to secure assistance 
from them even to cut poles’ for im- 
provised litters for our wounded. 

Hundreds of such instances are be- 
ing told around the camp fires, until 
the name of Cuban is usually wreathed 
with camp profanity, and very rarely 
is a kind word spoken of them. In 
fact, in some quarters there is a dis- 
position to prophesy an early collision 
between our men and the Cubans. 

Gen. Shafter this morning sent an in- 
vitation to Gen. Garcia to attend the 
ceremony of raising the American flag 
over Santiago, but the Cuban general 
showed his resentment by sending a 
reply which amply confirmed the 
course which he and his ragged, igno- 
rant soldiers have followed during the 
weeks of hard fighting and campaign- 
ing which have resulted in the fall of 
Santiago. He declined the invitation, 
saying he hated the Spaniards, and 
added that he did not want to be where 
they were. Since that the Cubans 
have remained in their camp, eating 
American rations, and our troops have 
had no communication with them. 

The question has arisen between the 
army and navy officials as to the dis- 
position. to be made of the half dozen 
large Spanish merchant steamers which 
were in the harbor of Santiago at the 
time of the surrender. 

Read-Admiral Sampson arrived in 
the city today on the Vixen, and 
claimed the steamers were prizes of 
the navy. He is desirous of putting 
prize crews on them. Gen. Shafter re- 
fused to recognize Admiral Sampson's 
Claims. He claimed the steamers, with 
everything else in Santiago, had sur- 
rendered to him. The question appar- 
ently is undecided, but at any rate the 
admiral returned to his flagship with- 
out having distributed prize crews 
among the merchantmen, and the lat- 
ter are still im possession of the army. 


PERILOUS TRIP. 


Prize Crews’ Tough Experience 


Landing Their Spoils. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

KEY WEST, July 19.—The schooner 
Three Bells and the sloop Pilgrim, cap- 
tured by the gunboat Dixie near Man- 
zanillo on July 6, have arrived here un- 
prize crews consisting of Lieuts. M. 
Blount and Gunners Mate J. K. Hatton, 
with four amrines’ each. Marryat 
never imagined a more grotesque tale 
of marine misadventure than was ex- 
perienced by these men in bringing 
their spoils to port. 

Both prizes were under the British 
flag bound from Kingston, Jamaica, 
for Manzanillo with food supplies. On 
the Three Bells was Capt. E. J. Hard- 
ing, an Englishman and a crew of five 
and three Jamaican negroes. The Pil- 
grim carried a Dutch captain and four 
seamep of the same class. The cap- 
tures were effected without difficulty, 
and Blount and Hatton, neither of 
whom had ever seen Key West, began 
the journey there. Capt. Harding was 
much depressed over the capture, and 
drank heavily until Lieut. Blount 
Stopped. his liquor, 

On the evening of July 9, when about 
six miles south of Key Romano, Capt. 
Harding suddenly leaped overboard. 
The Pilgrim put out a small boat and 
caught him, but he struggled desper- 
ately and capsized the boat. One of 
the marines held him up on the over- 
turned boat, and he was taken on 
board the Pilgrim, but he was dead 
when they reached the deck. He was 
buried at sea. 

This dismal duty was hardly com- 
pleted when they sighted two small 
schooners near Key Romano. Thre 
prizes were evidently recognized by the 
strangers as expected blockade runners 
from Jamaica, for one of the schoeners 
put out a small boat to pilot them in. 
As it approached, Lieut. Blount was 
running up an American flag to the 
forepeak, but he had some difficulty in 
breaking it out, so that the small boat 
was within ten yards of the schooner 
before the two men who were aboard 
it were aware that they were running 
near to the enemy. Both occupants of 
the boat plunged into the sea. Whether 
or not reached shcere is an open 
question.

Just before nightfall fifteen of the 
Spanish riflemen pushed off in a small 
boat toward the Three Bells and drew 
as close as 300 or 400 yards, pouring a 
vicious fire at the schooner’s men. The 
bullets whistled all around, riddling 
the sails and some going clear througa 
the schooner and sloop. One bullet 
passed through the cabin within two 
feet of Lieut. Blount. 
There was a little negro boy at the 
wheel of the Three Bells, but in spite 
of the flying rifle balls he never de- 
serted his post. In fact, all the negroes 
showed spirit, and sided with the Amer- 
icans. Fortunately for the storm- 
bound men, night drove the Spaniards 
back to the shore, and early the next 
morning the wind changed and car- 
ried the two prizes to safety. 
They sailed on, when, as a final 
blow, their water gave out. Off Re- 
becca Shoal, a schooner flying the 
American flag, gave the prize crews a 
barrel of water, some tobacco and a 
chart, and set them straight on their 
course, and weary and weather-worn 
they drew into Key West Harbor, after 
the worst fortnight any of the crews 
had ever experienced.

LONDON, July 19.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Mr. Goschen, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, replied in the House of 
Commons today to Thomas Gibson 
Bolles, Conservative member for King’s 
Lynn, who asked whether there was 
any truth in the statement made by 
Mr. Cunningham Graham, a former 
member of Parliament, in a letter to 
the St. James Gazette, saying the ex- 
cellent gunnery shown by Admiral 
Dewey’s squadron was due to the fact 
that most of the gunners were Eng- 
lishmen, decoyed from the British Chi- 
nese squadron by promises of $500 a 
month. Goschen said no one at the 
Admiralty has heard such a rumor.

Foreign trained men 
are not regarded favorably in the 
United States navy, and for several 
years a law existed formally forbidding 
the enlistment of any but American 
citizens or aliens who had already 
taken steps to become naturalized.’ ”’

BLAMING COL. BERRY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 19. — The 
Seventh California Volunteers, besides 
chafing under their delay in getting to 
the front, complain that their food is 
poor and scanty; that they are drilled 
too much; are restricted in their privi- 
leges and are treated like virtual pris- 
oners. Col. Berry is blamed by many, 
who demand the appointment of a reg- 
ular army officer to command the regi- 
ment. 

Referring to the dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed by the men, Col. Berry to- 
day denied that their complaint had 
any foundation in fact. They are un- 
der no more restraint than the mem- 
bers of other regiments, and have as 
many privileges as brigade and divis- 
ion orders will permit. The colonel 
thinks there is no general discontent 
except with the failure’ to order the 
regiment to Manila, and in this he 
shares, for he is anxious to see active 
service. 

PENNSYLVANIA SAILS.

- GERMAN WARSHIPS. 


A Large Squadron in and About 
7 Manila Bay. 


a [A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, July 19.—A dispatch to 
the World from Manila, July 14, by 
way of Hongkong, Says: 

“The Germans continue to keep a 
large squadron of warships in the bay 
here and about the islands. The ar- 
mored cruiser Kaiser and the protected 
cruiser Irene have remained at Ma- 
Mila. The protected cruiser Kaiserin 
Augusta, Princess Wilhelm and Cor- 
morant, returned today from the island 
of Cabu of the Vizcaya group, commer- 
cially a very prominent part of the 
Philippine archipelago. They had been 
coasting about the island. Four en- 
tered the bay on returning, in column 
form. 

“All the vessels in the bay dressed 
ship today in honor of the French holi- 
day, the aniversary of the fall of the 
Bastile. Gen. Aguinaldo, the insurgent 
chief, has established headquarters at 
Baker. He still has headquarters at 
Cavite, but is not expected to occupy 
them. The igsurgénts continue to 
maintain a position about Manila, but 
make no attempt to capture the city. 

The réport that “they intended to 
attack Manila; Sunday, July 10, was 
false. There is a little firing every 
night, but no general engagement. The 
American troops are in drilling. There 
has been no movement toward Manila. 
The cruiser Boston left yesterday to 
meet the second fleet of transports 
which is expected here this week. There 
is no probability of action until Gen. 
Merritt arrives. 

“Four volunteers from Ore on, Capts. 
Heath, Wells and Prescott, 
Teller, obtained permission to spend 
last Sunday within the rebel lines. 
There was much uneasiness when they 
did not return Sunday or Monday, but 
they arrived safely on Tuesday morn- 
ing. They explained that they got 
further away than they thought, and 
could not return on Sunday, so they 
decided to make a tour of investigation 
along the Pasig River back of Manila, 
and got some valuable information. 
They are now confined to their quar- 


ters, end probably will be court-mar- 
tialed.”’ 


DEWEY’S DARING. 


It is Sufficient for the Situa- 


tion a Manila. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, July 19.—It was 
Stated at the Navy Department today 
that no dispatches have been received 
from Admiral Dewey relating to the 
important events in the Philippines de- 
scribed in the press cables. It is evi- 
dent, however, that the officials do not 
now feel the same concern «relative to 
the attitude of the German naval force 
at Manila that they did when the ada- 
miral’s last dispatch was received. It 
was not stated officially, but there is 
good reason to believe that either 
through Ambassador White at Berlin 
or the representative of the German 
government here, the State Department 
nas received some assurances as to the 
attitude of Germany toward the Phil- 
ippines that have in a lange measure 
removed the grave apprehension here- 
tofore entertained that Germany would 
offer obstacles to the execution of our 
plans. 

It is not Known just what the nature 
of these assurances is, and it may be 
that they are based upon some facts 
communicated by Admiral Dewey as to 
the exchanges which have taken place 
between himself and the German ad- 
miral in the Philippines, for it is known 
that for political reasons the Navy De- 
partment withheld from publication a 
large and important section of Dewey’s 
cablegram received several days ago. 

The reported negotiations between 
the insungent leader, Aguinaldo, and 
the Spanish captain-general, Augusti, 
have not yet been reported officially to 
our government. It is, however, a 
matter of congratulation to the officials 
here that in all the relations we have 
had so far with the insurgents, Ad- 
miral Dewey has carefully refrained 
from committing the United States in 
any way, and has never in the slicht- 
est degree relaxed the extreme caution 
he adopted originally as his guiding 
principle in dealing with the insur- 
gents. 

Unsavory stories of previous exhibi- 
tions of lack of integrity on the part 
of the insungent leaders had led the 
government here to adopt a very wary 
attitude in all communications with 
these people, and the same rule of 
action now governs its conduct. It does 
not follow from this that the govern- 
ment is convinced that Aguinaldo is 
playing false. There is no doubt that 
the pro-Spanish element in the Philip- 
pines and in Asia would lose no oppor- 
tunity to create that impression, with a 
view to causing a breach between the 
United States military and naval com- 
manders and the insurgents,, but the 
very suggestion of the adoption by the 
insurgents of the course attributed to 
them tends very strongly to retard the 
preparation of plans by the administra- 
tion to govern the future of the Phillp- 
pines.

PEN PICTURE OF THE SURRENDER 
OF SANTIAGO. 


How Unele Sam’s Forces Marched 
into Our Foreign Seaport—Gen. 
Toral a Man of Woe—The Cap- 
tive Spaniards Think We Have 
Bought the Island. 


(A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, July 18, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 19, 11:15 a.m.— 
The events preceding the hoisting of 
the American flag over the Governor's 
palace here amid the booming of guns, 
the strains of martial music and the 
wild cheering of 20,000 men along seven 
miles of entrenchments were full of 
interest. Shortly after 6 o'clock Mon- 
day, Lieut. Crook of Gen _  Shafter’s 
staff, entered the city and all the 
alarms in the arsenal were turned over 
to him. The work of removing the 
mines which obstructed navigation at 
the entrance of the harbor had been 
progressing all night. About 7 o'clock 
Gen, Toral, the Spanish .x«ommander, 
sent his. sword to Gen. Shafter as evi- 
dence of his submission, and at 8:45 
a.m. all the general officers and their 
staffs assembled at Gen. Shafter’s 
headquarters. Each regiment was 
drawn up along the crescent of the 
heights. 

Gen. Shafter and his generals, with 
a mounted escort of a hundred picked 
men of the Second Cevalry, then rode 
over our trenches to the open ground, 
at the foot of the hill, in the main 
road to Santiago, midway to the then 
deserted Spanish -works. . There they 
were met by Gen. Tora! and his staff, 
all in full uniform and mounted, and 
a select detachment of Spanish troops. 
‘What followed took place in full -view 
of our troops. 

The scene was picturesque and dra- 
matic. Gen. Shafter, with his generals 
and staffs grouped immediately in the 
rear and with the troops of cavalry 
with drawn sabers on the left, ad- 
vanced to meet the vanquished foe. 
After a few words of courteous greet- 
ing, Gen. Shafter’s first act was to re- 
turn to Gen. Toral his sword. The 
Spanish general appeared to be touched 
by the complimentary words’ with 
which Gen. Shafter accompanied this 
action, and he thanked the American 
commander feelingly. 

Then followed a short conversation as 
to the place selected for the Spanish 
forces to deposit their arms, and a 
Spanish infantry detachment marched 
forward to a position facing our cay- 
alry, where the Spaniards were halted. 
The latter were without their colors.

Without 
being sullen, the Spaniards appeared to 
be utterly indifferent to the reverses 


of them, when not under the eyes of 
their officers, seemed to rejoice at the 
prospect of good food and an imme- 
diate return to Spain. 

Gen. Toral, throughout the ceremony, 
was sorely dejected. When Gen. 
Shafter introduced him by name to 
each member of his staff, the Spanish 
general appeared to be a very broken 
man. He seemed to be about 60 years 
of age, and of frail constitution, though 
stern resolution is shown by every fea- 
ture. The lines are strongly marked, 
and his face is deeply drawn as if in 
physical pain. Gen. Toral replied with 
an air of abstraction to the words ad- 
dressed to him, and when he accom- 
panied Gen. Shafter, at the head of the 
escort, into the city to take forma! 
possession of Santiago, he spoke but 
few words. The appealing faces-of the 
starving refugees streaming back into 
the city did not touch him, nor did 
the groups of Spanish soldiers lining 
the road, and gazing curiously at the 
fair-skinned, stalwart-framed con- 
querors.

SANTIAGO UNHEALTHY. 


Shafter Finds the Town Ready 


for an Epidemic. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

SANTIAGO, July 18, via Kingston, 
Jamaica, July 19, noon.—Gen. Shafter 
has had a thorough examination made 
of the sanitary condition of - Santiago. 
The work was done by Dr. Goodfellow, 
of the general's staff, and by a civillan 
physician, Dr. Orlando Dwiker. They 
find that although there are at present 
but six cases of yellow fever inthe 
city, in addition to two suspects, the 
town is ripe for an epidemic. Santiago 
and Rio de Janeiro are considered the 
greatest fever-breeding centers in the 
world. This town lacks every sanitary 
feature, at its best, and now, after 
two months’ siege, leaving it dirty and 
repellant, it is a veritable pest hole. 
The awful stenches that arise from the 
streets stagger and choke one. No 
cordial! in Santiago has the power to 
wesh out this odor from one’s throat. 

The city of Santiago is a typical 
tropical place, with narrow, crooked 
streets, and low, one-storied dwellings 
and stores. Many of the houses are 
stuccoed and painted with startling 
colors, sky blue and vivid shades of 
green predominating. These, with the 
red tiles of the roofs and the quaint 
verandas, show evidences of past pic- 
turesqueness, but everything is now in 
a state of dilapidation and decay and 
the city is but a shadow of its former 
self. The majority of the houses are 
absolute ruins, and the once beautiful 
public squares are now utterly neg- 
lected. 

There is no sewage system. The 
drainage is all from the surface into 
the harbor, and through the lower part 
of the city much of the drainage runs, 
especially from the poor quarter around 
the ball ring, to the northwest of the 
city, which is the breeding center of 
malaria, typhoid and other low fevers. 

There are four hospitals in the city, 
the Civil Hospital, presided over by the 
Sisters of Charity, and the Military, 
Mercedes and Conchas hospitals. In 
these four hospitals are 1747 patients, 
which is a comparatively small num- 
ber, considering the lack of food end 
long siege, but it must be remembered 
that the reconcentrados were never 
admitted to the hospitals, and when 
the notifications of the proposed bom- 
bardment by our batteries were ce- 
ceived, every patient who could stagger 
out was driven into the streets. Twenty 
lepers, who were in the Civil Hospital, 
were turned into the streets, and they 
have been roaming in the streets ever 
since, 

The largest number of patients are 
in the Military Hospital, where are 
twenty-seven wounded Spanish officers 
and 431 wounded Spanish sailors and 
soldiers. In addition there are hun- 
dreds of cases of malaria and dysentery 
and the six cases of yellow efever.

the Koyukuk. It has been Known to 
miners for ten years, and any pros- 
pector who went in there has never 
failed to bring out a good grub stake. 
The territory to be worked is of vast 
extent, and offers many opportunities 
to the newcomer. The Tanana, Kus- 
koquoim and Chandler rivers have all 
been brought prominently to the notice 
of mining men this year. All things 
considered, the American will 
seem to be the place of the future. As 
for Dawson City itself, it is unques- 
tionably the greatest mining camp to- 
day in the world, 

Frank Canton, United States deputy 
marshal in Circle City, and in former 
years an officer of the peace in many of 
the largest camps of the West, has 
said that nothing he has ever seen ap- 


proached Dawson as a model mining 


camp. Accustomed as he has been to 
dealing with the roughest class. of 
criminals, his commendation of Daw- 
son as a law-abiding town has ereat 


weight.

The sidewalks are crowded with men 
and women from morning. to night. 
People are even forced to walk in the 
middle of the streets to make progress. 
It is a great jumble of the good and 
the bad, and the only pledge of re- 
spectability required is reguler attend- 
“ance at church. Dawson's population 
has grown until it is now between 8000 
-and 10,000 people. Nine-tenths of the 
newcomers are not in the country to 
work, and when they find that success 
-in the Klondike can only be bought by 
hard labor, they will be ready to come 
out. 

A great exodus of unsuccessful men 
will take place this fall, and the cities 
of the Pacific Coast, to which these 
people will go will be overrun with a 
rough, desperate and altogether unde- 
sirable class. They are now in Daw- 
son. and as the advance guard of the 
more substantial men to follow. It is 
a repetition of the history of Circle 
City. 

When the Birch Creek mines were 
discoyered, two years ago, double the 
usual invoice of people went there, but 
soon left diseusted. Had they remained 
they would have been in on the ground 
floor on the Klondike district. 


CIRCLE CITY PARTY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) July 
19.—The schooner Dora Bluhm sailing 
from St. Michaels, June 28, arrived to- 
day with miners from Circle City, 
alaska. as follows: Louis Mark Christol, 
Tacoma: Robert Dumas, Tulare; E. E. 
Girzikowski, San Francisco: G. Q. Bux- 
ton. Arizona: George 8. Lefaord, Bos- 
ton, and C. V. Bigelow. Seattle. Most 
of the party have claims near Circle 
City on Eagle and Mastodon Creeks. 
The most succesful was Louis Chris- 
tol. the well-known wrestler. who 
brought out 800 ounces of gold as a 
result of the cleanup of his claim on 
Eagle Creek. The others averaged 
about 4% ounces in fine dust. 

Christol says that 500 peop.e wintered 
at Circle City. Christol prospected one 
season the Tanana River, sinking 
thirty prospect holes without finding 
color. He then went to Circle City, 
where, he says, many good claims were 
abandoned for the rush to Dawson. 

Reports of the starvation of the Ta- 
nan Indians reached Circle City in 
February, and J. W. Duke of Pennsyl- 
vania started to their relief with pro- 
} visions, tcxut never reached his Gestina- 
tion, being found on the trail frozen. 
He was buried on his claim, Eagle No. 
2. Only two other deaths occurred 
during the winter, these being James 
Barker of Puget Sound and Dr. H. 
Harris of California.

WILD CHINESE GUN, 


BLOWS UP THE WESTERN FUSE 
WORKS AT MELROSE. . 


Five Deputy Sheriffs are Killed 
“White Trying to Arrest the 
Celestial Fiend, 


OTHER LIVES ARE ALSO LOST. 


NOT ENOUGH LEFT OF THE CHINA. 
MAN TO COLLECT. 


Yukon River Steamer Blown Ashore, 
Weather and Crop Summary, 
Belew'’s Will—Man Killed 
at Boyer’s Winery. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
OAKLAND, July 19.—The most sen- 
sational tragedy ever known in Cali- 
fornia occurred shortly after 5 o'clock 
this morning at Melrose, a little seat- 
tlement near Sather station, between 
Fruitvale and Alameda. By the act 
of a Chinese murderer the powder 
magazine of the California Fuse Com. 
pany was exploded, resulting in the 
instant death of eight persons and in- 
flicting injuries upon several others. 
A dozen cottages were demolished; 
fifty buildings, including one school- 
house, were more or less shattered, 
railroad cars were hurled from the 
tracks, and windows were broken miles 
away from the scene of the disaster. 
The property loss is estimated as high 
as $75,000 or more. 

The wretch who caused this death 
and devastation was Gun Ung Chang or 
‘Ah Len, who yesterday shot and fatally 
wounded Han Si Sing, and then took 
refuge im the powder magazine, where 
he remained at bay all night, defying 
the officers of the law to arrest him. 
The Eighth Regiment of California 
Volunteers is encamped near by, and 
its officers also attempted to dislodge 
the criminal, whose first victim died 
before daylight. 

Just before sunrise a final effort to 
capture the desperate man was made, 
and im an instant the towns and cities 
about the bay were shaken to their 
foundations by a terrific explosion. 
The Mongolian had carried out his 
threat, fired his revolver at a can of 
powder, and of himself and the brave 
men who had demanded his surrender 
only mangled remains were left. Bits 
of their bruised and bleeding bodies, 
some charred by fire and blackened 
by powder smoke, were scattered over 
a wide area. These were gathered up 
in baskets and bags, identification in 
most cases being absolutely impossible. 

Nothing remained of the magazine, 
and the village of Melrose was a 
wreck. Fires broke out in several 
places, and for hours the scene was one 
of confusion and terror. Tonight many 
communities are in. mourning, for the 
officers killed were all widely known 
and came from various parts of Ala- 
meda county. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS DAY REPORT.] 

OAKLAND, July 19.—The Western 
Fuse Works was blown up by @ mur- 
derous Chinese at 5:20 o’clock this 
morning. Five deputy sheriffs who were 
trying to arrest the murderer, and a 
woman, were killed. The dead are 
Deputy Sheriffs Charles White, son of 
Sheriff White; George Woodsum, D., C. 
Cameron, Constable Gus Koch, J, J. 
Lerri and Mrs. Hill. The Chinese had 
fortified himself in the magazine, and 
blew it up when the attempt to arrest 
bim was made. 

The Celestial, who was employed in 
the works, and who caused the awful 
explosion, had killed a fellow .country- 
man yesterday afternoon in a quarrel 
over Chinese lottery tickets. He then 
defied the officers of the law who went 
to arrest him. The murderer fied into 
the magazine, which contained five 
tons of giant powder, barricaded the 
door, and threatened to blow up the 


magazine if any one came to arrest 
him. Deputy Sheriff Charles White, 


son of Sheriff White, in charge of a 
posse consisting of Constable Gus 
Koch, Deputy Sheriff George Woodsum, 
Deputy Sheriff D. C. Cameron, Deputy 
Constable J. J. Lerri, and Deputy Con- 
stable Harry Cramer were on the 
scene of the shooting shortly after the 
murder, and kept guard over. the 
Chinese within his stronghold. 

All the officers were armed with 
rifles. Repeated demands to surrender 
had been made, to all of which the 
same reply came :“If you come in 
here I will blow up the magazine.”’ The 
officers then retired for the night 
within the private office of the com- 
pany about twenty yards away. This 
morning at 5 o’clock, Deputy Sheriff 
Charles White after a consultation 
with the others, determined to break 
down the barricade, not believing the 
Chinese would keep his dastardly 
promise. Accordingly the entire posse 
headed for the door. This is the 
statement of one of the survivors: 

“It was 5:18 o'clock exactly when the 
assault was made. True to his word, 
the Chinese fired the giant powder, and 
in an instant a terrific explosion oc- 
curred, killing all the officers, and 
blowing the Chinese to atoms so small 
that not one piece has been found. 
Charles White's body was fearfully 


mangled. It was found nearly 500 
yards away. Gus Koch was also badly 
disfigured, and was killed instantly. 


D. C., Cameron was fearfully disfigured 
but lived long enough to be taken to 
the hospital in the patrol wagon, where 
he died. Mrs. Hill was visiting a Mrs. 
Pride, who lived across the way. The 
dead woman lived in San Francisco at 
the King’s Daughters’ Home, and was 
killed in the falling debris of the house. 
All the buildings took fire. Engines 
were soon fighting the flames, but to no 
avail. The 


works are completely 
wrecked. Four houses also are blown 
down, and about forty partially 


wrecked. Deputy Sheriff Fred Sheritt 
but are painfully wounded.” 

Deputy Sheriff Sheritt’s story is to 
the effect that at 5 o’clock this morning 
the Chinese called to Deputy Sheriff 
White that he would surely surrender. 
White, Woodsum and Koch immediately 
proceeded to the door, while the others 
folowed, Just as the door was reached 
the sound of a falling plank was heard, 
and then the explosion occurred. The 
name of the Chinese was Gun Ung 


Chang. The man he murdered was 
Ham Si Sing. Coroner's wagons and 
a corps of deputies are searching 


through the surrounding field for the 
remains. In some instances these had 
to be picked up with shovels. Four- 
teen freight cars were blown to splin- 
ters, and several were burned. Win- 
dows were broken in Oakland, Ala- 
meda, and as far as Berkeley.” 

One of the most thrilling stories of 
the fatality is that told by Fred Sheritt 
of Oakland, whose escape was simply 


marvelous. “I went out there last night 


and Deputy Sheriff Ed White escaped. 


with Charlie White, as we were friends 
and I frequently went with him in the 
discharge of his duties,” said Mr. Sher- 
itt to a Tribune reporter. ‘With the 
other deputy sheriff, we kept close to 
the powder-house, as we thought ad- 
visable. Occasionally one 6f us would 
g0 toward the door, and assure the 
Chinese that we would: not hurt him 
if he came out. The fellow would in- 
variably reply that he would blow up 
the place if we attempted to take him. 
Late last night he repeated his threat 
so often, that the people around there 
believed he would do it, and many of 
them moved out of their homes. Had 
they not done so they would now be 
dead, for their homes are scattered over 
many acres, 

“Before midnight the Chinese shouted 
to one of his countrymen who was near 
us for a drink of water. I did not ap- 
prove of his being given anything, but 
Charley White permitted a Chinese to 
carry him a glass of water. Billy Mof- 
fitt, who was also out there, proposed 
that the water be doped as the easiest 
way to effect the arrest. Charley did 
not approve of this, and said that he 
did not believe it would be long before 
the fellow would surrender. We hung 
around all night, and just at daybreak 
Charley White sent a Chinese to tell 
the fellow to come out. He would not 
do so, but shortly after 5 vu'clock he 
told us he would walk out and give us 
no more trouble. 

Come out, Charley, and we will not 
hurt you,’ said White to the Chinese, 
and the fellow said he would do so. 
As soon as the fellow made his anpear- 
ance at the door of the place, Charley 
White and Koch walked toward him to 
make the arrest. Ed White and I fol- 
lowed them about eighty feet behind. 
They were almost at the door, when 
Gung closed it with a bang. Less than 
a second later I was being carried with 
a tun of débris and earth swiftly over 
the ground. My face was cut and my 
clothes torn, and I cannot understand 
how it happened that I and Ed White 
were not killed, as some of those killed 
were further away than we were. 

I have no doubt that as soon as the 
door was closed, Gung fired his pistol 
into the powder. This fa+t, however, 
must forever remain in doubt, as I 
did not hear a pistol shot or the explo- 
sion. This is not surprising, however, 
for there would not be nuch of an in- 
terval after the shot was fired. When 
I picked myself up and looked around 
everything was on fire. I at once 
started to search for the remains of 
those whom I knew must have been 
sacrificed, and the first thing I found 
was an arm of poor Charley. This was 
fully two hundred feet from where he 
was standing when the explosion oc- 
curred. Little by little we found other 
fragments, but undoubtedly much of 
the remains were consumed by fire. 
Five minutes after the explosion every- 
thing was on fire, including a train of

“I was informed last evening th 
wild Chinese had stowed g 
powder magazine, being pursued by 
five deputy sheriffs, who wanted him 
for attempt at murder upon a fellow- 
countryman. They said he had a pistol 
as well aS Matches, and a slow fuse 
with which he threatened to blow up 
the magazine if the officers made a 
charge upon him. I thought I saw the 
futility of making aggressive measures 
upon this mad Mongolian, for I knew 
something of his character, and was 
assured that. he was desperate, and 
would use little sense about any act 
he might undertake. I therefore warned 
the deputy sheriffs on guard that they 
would better be cautious and run no 
risk of endangering their lives, and of 
blowing up the works, by making a 
rash movement. Furthermore, I or- 
dered every one of our employés to de- 
sert their posts until after the man was 
safely secured. I warned every resi- 
dent around there about the existing 
circumstances, and told them that if 
they remained at their homes they 
would do so at their own peril. The 
consequence was that nearly all the 
people went away for the night. All, I 
believe, except in the house of Deputy 
Constable Stevenson, who lives only a 
hundred feet from the powder maga- 
zine. There were three people in that 
house at the time of the accident, 

“Of the actual details of the explosion 
and its result, I only know from hear- 
say, as well as from what I have seen 
out here. None of our men were lost, 
because, as I say, they were ordered 
to leave the premises, because the Chi- 
nese had barricaded himself in with 
those deadly casks of explosives, and 
by the desperate motive ruling him, I 

eared the result. 

“It gives me great pain to think of 
the untimely death of those brave men. 
This is no time to express any opinion 
as to the wisdom of their course, 1 
can only grieve with their suffering 
families, and sympathize with their 
friends. I regret that such a disaster 
should have happened at our works, 
for it had always been an open pride 
of mine that we were practically free 
from the possibility, and at any rate 
from the probability of a ‘blow-up.’ 

“As to the company’s loss, that will 
aggregate more than $50,000. There 
was not a cent of insurance. There 
will be saved no more than $2000 worth 
of fuse. There is one end of the store- 
house that is not yet burned. I reckon 
that the stock therein contained, to- 
gether with the uninjured machinery, 
will approximate $2000.” 

FELT AT SAN JOSE.

SAN JOSE, July 19.—What was sup- 
posed to have been an earthquake 
shock was felt here shortly after 5 
o’clock this morning. After news of 
the Oekland explosion many persons 
thought that was the cause.

SENSATIONAL ORIENTAL NEWS, 


Von Diedrich’s Threat—Aguinaldo a 
Duelist—Black Flags. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


VICTORIA (B. C.,) July 19.—The 
steamer Empress of India, which ar- 
rived from Hongkong today, had among 
her passengers Capt. D. Hodgson, who 
commanded the revenue cutter Mc- 
Culloch during the battle of Manila. 
Capt. Hodgson is on his way to San 
Francisco. According to the Hongkong 
papers, Admiral Diedrich, commander 
of the German fleet at Manila is cred- 
ited with the statement that he will 
prevent Admiral Dewey from bombard- 
ing Manila or any port. 

It is reported also that a Spanish ree~- 
iment meta force led by. Aguinaldo, 
and the Spanish captain challenged 
Aguinaldo to mortal cOmbat before the 
battle began. The offer was accepted; 
and the duel resulted in the fatal 
wounding of the Spanish officer. 

The Spanish Governor at Tulu Straits 
Settlement fears an American invasion. 
He stays on a small gunboat and is 
ready for a hurried flight. The colony 
is making preparations to resist attack 
by organizing volunteer fortes. The 
Governor's difficulties are increased by 
a threatened rebellion. 


Great damage was done by floods in 
}Central Japaxyy June 26. Several towns 


and villages were flooded. No loss of 
life is reported. 

June 22 a Chinese junk with its cargo 
of liquors, was burned at Taku. Twen- 
ty-eight persons were burned and 
drowned. 


The Hillyer & Co.’s t gardens at 
Kobe were damaged by Aye recently to 
the extent of $50,000. 

A horrible tale comes from*Chinipori 
Island, off the coast of Hokaido. A 
Chinese contractor engaged a number 
of men to work a silver mine on the 
island. He kept up no communication 
with them, and when a steamer called 
there for a load of ore, it was found 
that the whole colony had died of star- 
vation. 

‘The Black Flag rebellion in the 
Quong provinces of China is increased. 
The standard of revolt has been raised 
at four points, and danger is -feared 
at the various missionary stations, The 
United States Consul at Canton has 
formulated a heavy claim of indemnity 
damages for the wanton destruction of 
the American mission school at Hoi- 
ping. He demands that the school be 
rebuilt and also claims damages of 
$10,000 in Mexican money. 

The Japanese papers are still dis- 
cussing the desirability of forming an 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, in view of the 
fears entertained of Russian aggression 
in China... The tone of the Chinese and 
Chinese papers is indicative of growing 
belief in the possibility of an ultimate 
outbreak of hostilities between Great 
Britain and Russia. At Peking the 
Russians are making strenuous efforts 
to prevent any contracts or concessions 
being granted to Great Britain. 


WESTERN STAR LOST. 


The Yukon River Steamer Blown 
Ashore—Crew Escapes. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 19.—Capt. 
Thomas, of the Russian steamer Ko- 
diak, which arrived in port today re- 
ports that on June 28 the steamer West- 
ern Star was blown ashore and became 
a total loss. The crew, consisting of 
seventeen men, fortunately was saved. 


The Western star was a stern-wheel,. 


flat-bottom boat, built to ply in the 
Yukon River. The craft was one of 
the large fleet recently secured by the 
Moran Company of Seattle. In com- 
mand of Capt. Hodgson, the Star sailed 
from Seattle, bound for St. Michaels, 
June 1. June 28 a strong northeast 
gale was encountered. During the 
height of the storm the little craft was 
blown ashore in the vicinity of Kalmai 
Bay. The steamer South Coast was in 
the vicinity, and her boats managed to 
rescue the crew of the ill-fated river 
steamer. The force of the waves beat- 
ing upon the beach, however, very 
shortly completely wrecked the Star. 
Capt. Hodgson was a passenger on 
the Kodiak which reached port today.

WEATHER AND CROPS, 


Lar@e and Fine Yield of Grapes 
Promised—Weekly Summary. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 19.—The 
weather and crop summary, compiled 
by the Bureau of Agriculture, for the 
week ending July 18, is as follows: Only 
a trace of rain was reported during the 
week. The weather has been favorable 
for ripening fruits. Apricot’ drying is 
nearly completed. A sand storm on the 
13th caused some damage to ripe fruit 
in Fresno county. High winds have 
hurt hay in some localities. 

The yield is lighter than was ex- 
pected. Alfalfa shows the effect of 
light rainfall. Grain harvesting con- 
tinues with varying results, the ef- 
fects of the norther earlier in the sea- 
son being now apparent. Some local- 
ities with wind-breaks will have a 
larger yield on this account; a large 
amount of grain was shelled out and 
is now on the ground. Grapes promise 
to make a very large and fine crop. 
There is little injury yet reported from 
sunburn. Grasshoppers and vinehop- 
pers are reported in some sections.

Allow Them to Enter.

WASHINGTON, Juiy 18.—Seme days 
ago the Treagury Department sub- 
mitted to the Attorgey-General a copy 
of section six of the Immigration Act 
of 1891 for an opinion as to whether 
the repeated endeavor on the part of 
the transportation companies to bring 
into the United States aliens afflicted

was within the meaning of said 
section, so as to make such companies 
liable to the penalties prescribed there- 
by, which is q tine not to exceed $1000 
or imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or both. In an extended opinion 
Atty. -Gen. Griggs concludes as follows: 
“That corporation officers or servants 
responsible for or actually engaged in 
breach of the immigration laws un- 
der the act of 1891, are liable to the 
fine and imprisonment imposed by sec- 
tion 6, and the corporation itself is lia- 
ble to a fine in the case of any and 
each alien brought into or landed in 
the United States by vessel or other- 
wise, who is not entitled to enter, and, 
therefore answer the question sub- 
mitted for my consideration by stating 
that the repeated endeavor on the part 
of the transporation companies to 
bring into the United States aliens af- 
fected with a disease pronounced to be

of section 6 of the act of March 38, 1891, 
so as to make companies liable in the 
way here indicated to the penalties pre- 
scribed thereby.”

I inquired of the occupant 
why the landlord was not asked to make 
the place habitable, and the reply was 
that the landlord never came there. It 
was only the agent that came. The wide- 
spread poverty of the Irish is due to a num-

ber of causes. One of these is the well- 
nigh universal habit of excessive "use of 
liquor. hen again, there is .the system 


ef absentee landlordism. The owners of 
the estates spend their large revenues’ in 
distant places, instead of in making im- 
provements on their properties. One 
trouble is that the Irish cannot compete 
with America in the.raising of most farm 
products. Still another cause is the fact 
that the Irish do not, as a rule, own the 
soil on which they live, and the condition 
makes them very much discouraged. An- 
other reason is that the Irish people are 
of such a generous disposition that they 
do not keep what they have. Of . their 
other traits it may De said that they are 
nearly all religious. It is very seldom that 
one finds an Irish skeptic.”’ 

The speaker: paid a high tribute to the 
beauty of the country, saying that its 
lovely shades of green and its predominat- 
ing yellow flora are charming beyond de- 
scription.

The home should be 
strenethened and supported, else the coun- 
try may gegenerate to a nation of nervous 
weaklings. The speaker quoted an Italian 
saying to the effect that we must not look 
for help from foreign nations until we 
have proved our capacity to help ourselves.

SAN PEDRO. 


News of Harbor Contract Received 
Joytully—High Tide, 

SAN PEDRO, July 19.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence. } The announcement that the 
Secretary of War had approved the 
award of the contract for the building of 
the breakwater to Heldmaier & New of Chi- 
cago was received here joyfully. Fireworks 
were set off, and the good news was rapidly 
spread from mouth to mouth. 

The Southern Pacific has a construction 
train here for the purpose of building a 
new depot, near the Kerckhoff-Cuzner office, 
it is said. The company is understood to 
be preparing to compete with the Terminal 
in the matter of transporting passengers 
from Los Angeles to Terminal Island. From 
the new station they may be readily carried 
to that place by launch. 

A very high tide was observed here on 
Monday night. According to report it was 
the highest water in the past eight years.

Title in Real Estate Sales—The

On recommendation of Chief Glass, 
the Board of Police Commissioners yes- 
terday dismissed the charges against 
Patrolmen Randolph and George. Ran- 
dolph used much too forcible language 
in the presence of ladies, and George 
is said to have assaulted a citizen. 
Owing to the absence of a quorum 
the Board of Equalization was unable 
to begin its work yesterday. Five mem- 
bers of the board were present, but a 
sixth could not be found. Another ef- 
fort wlli be made today to start the 
work on the assessment rolls. 

In making applications for a reduc- 
tion in assessments before the Board 
of Equalization, a regular form must 
be followed by the applicant in order 
to have the application considered. 

A test of police signal systems, for 
the purpose of ascertaining what sys- 
tem the city will buy, is set for Friday 
at the City Hall. 

Eastern bond buyers are anxious to 
bidup on the bonds soon to be issued 
by the city. Half a hundred letters 
of inquiry as to the bonds have been 
answered by City Clerk Hance. 

The defense opened its case yester- 
day in the Vignolo murder trial, and 
produced a number of witnesses, who 
testified to the late Mrs. Vignolo having 
boasted of carrying a knife, and to her 
riotous and  genertlly disreputable 
character. While a number of these 
witnesses are not in some respects be- 
yond challenge, it is not to be expected 
that witnesses in such a case would in 
every instance bear the hall mark of 
eminent respectability. 

The Board of Supervisors will not 
avail itself of the effect of the ruling— 
unintentional as it appears—of Judges 
Clark and Allen, who, while sitting in 
bane, incidentally held that the Board 
of Supervisors and not the County 
Clerk is wholly and solely responsible 
for getting out the supplemental reg- 
ister. Provision has been made for de- 
fraying the expense of the werk, and 
beyond that nothing was desired and 
the County Clerk will as heretofore 
conduct the work. Yesterday he was 
authorized to engage six clerks and to 
begin the work of compiling the regis- 
ter. Later this force will be increased.

CHARGES DISMISSED. 


TWO POLICEMEN ACQUITTED BY 
THE COMMISSIONERS, 


How Applications for Reduction of 
Assessment Must Be Filed—Board 


of Equalization Fails of a 
Quorum. 
Two  policement, against whom 


charges had been preferred, one for 
assaulting a citizen and the other for 
using offensive language in the pres- 
ence of a number of women, were ac- 
quitted by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners yesterday morning without 
the charges having been heard. The 
two cases were investigated by the 
Chief, and upon that investigation he 
recommended the action which was 
taken by the commissioners. There 
were two sessions of the commission 
yesterday, one a quiet meeting of an 
unofficial character behind the closed 
doors of the Mayor’s private office, at 
which the matter of the complaints 
were discussed, and the other the regu- 
lar business meeting of the board, at 
which the action that had been agreed 
upon in the secret session was taken, 

Just what was said at the first ses- 
sion is known only to those present. 
It was announced later that the com- 
mission had merely been hearing the 
report of the Chief, but when asked 
whether there had been a general dis- 
cussion of the subject and some objec- 
tion to thus lightly dealing with the 
complaints, none of the commissioners 
answered. When the regular session 
opened Chief Glass reported on the 
charges that had been preferred against 
Patrolman George by I. Silver. In 
this case the complainant*in a sworn 
statement asserted that at the corner 
of First and Main streets on July 4 
Patrolman George had violently as- 
saulted him with his club, punching 
him with it several times, and while 
doing so declaring that if the complain- 
ant said a word, he, the policeman 
would kill him then and there. Silver's 
complaint covered several pages of 
closely written manuscript, and dealt 
with the matter with great attention to 
datail. The complaint had been filed a 
week ago, and was not made public, 
but was referred to the Chief for in- 
vestigation. The Chief reported that 
after having investigated the maflter, 
he had found nothing which, in his 
opinion, warranted the commission in 
sustaining the charges. He had had 
the complainant examined by Dr. Ha- 
gan, and no injuries were found on his 
person. The Chief, therefore, thought 
not much damage had been done, and 
recommended that the charges be dis- 
missed. His recommendation was con- 
curred in by the commission. 

The other charges were against Pat- 
rolman Randolph. C. V. Anderson was 
the complainant. He made affidavit 
that on the evening of July 4 white at 
Agricultural Park with several ladies 
he was ordered to stand back by the 
policeman. he did»-not move fast 
enough the officer became angered and 
some words passed. The policeman ad- 
dressed him in language unfit for either 
‘publication or repetition, at which the 
ladies were shocked and Mr. Anderson 
enraged. In the Chief’s report on the 
matter the fact that fandolph had 
used such language was admitted, but 
the fault was condoned by the Chie? 
with the explanation that Randolph, 
who is a colored man,- had become 
greatly enraged at a slur cast at him 
by Mr. Anderson, Who referred to him 
as a “colored. cop.’’ The chief pointed 
out that Randolph was there in uni- 
form in the discharge of his duty, and 
should have been respected in the per- 
formance of that duty. The Chief ad- 
mitted that his action in addressing’ a 
citizen in such language was not proper, 
but the provocation had been great. 
The officer had been reprimanded by 


officers was that Mallary was not a fit 
person to have a saloon license; that 
he had come here from San Diego, 
where he had been under arrest at least 
once. Since coming here his associates 
had been not the best and his relations 
with fallen women were notorious. His 
application was also denied. 

M. Delos, an Assyrian fruit dealer, 
Was granted permission to carry con- 
cealed a deadly weapon. This matter 
had been referred to the detective de- 
partment and they reported that the 
applicant had been threatened by two 
of his countrymen, and was in the 
opinion of the officers, Hable to be 
robbed at any time. On their recom- 
mendation the permit was granted. 

Applications for transfers of saloon 
license were granted J. R. Luddy from 
Ss. C. Mott. No. 461 South Spring street, 
and H. Markwalter and J. J. Will from 
John Phillips, No. 107 Market street. 

The applications for transfers cf R. 
F. Goings from Edwards & Goings, No. 
601 East Seventh street, and Chandler 
Reece, to John Malby, Central avenue 
and the Santa Fé tracks, were referred 
to the Chief for investigation and re- 
port. 


ASSESSMENT REDUCTIONS, 


Course to Be Followed in Filing Ap- 
plications. 


Many inqui:’ 3 have been made by 
property-owners of members of the City 
Council as to the manner in which 
they may be able to secure a hearing 
before the Board of Equalization for 
the purpose of making application for 
reductions in the amounts assessed 
against them on the tax rolis. Some of 
the property-owners believe that they 
have only to appear at the’ session and 
ask to be heard and then state their 


se. 

Under the provisions of the city 
charter a_regular form is provieled for 
making applications for reduction of 
assessment. The applicant must file 
with the City Clerk or with the board 
written application for such reduction 
as he may desire. For this purpose 
the City Clerk has prepared blank 
forms, copies of which may be obtained 
by applying at his office. These forms 
must be properly filled out and filed 
after having been sworn to. In them 
the applicant states his reason for mak- 
ing the application. As these applica- 
tions are filed they are carefully num- 
bered and dated. Notices are sent to 
the persons filing them five days be- 
fore they are acted upon by the Board 
of Equalization, and these notices sim- 
ply state that on a certain date the 
matter will be taken up by the board 
and a hearing granted the property- 
owner who desires a reduction. Unless 
the applications are filed in this man- 
ner they will not be considered. 

Up to the present time compara- 
tively few such applications have been 
filed, but the demand for blanks has 
been such that it is considered certain 
that there will be a sufficient number of 
applications to keep the board busy 
throughout its session. 


POLICE SIGNAL TEST, 


Only One Company Has Entered the 
Field as Yet. 


A competitive exhibition and test of 
police signal systems, in order that the 
Board of Police Commissioners and 
others interested may be able to deter- 
mine which system is best suited for 
the use of the city, is’set for Friday 
at the City Hall. Several’ weeks ago 
the Police Commission sent out no- 
tices to the makers of all known sys- 
tems of police alarms, that there would 
be such a test here on July 22. As yet 
no reply to these notices has been re- 
ceived and it is probable that only one 
system will be exhibited. That is now 
ready to be displayed and has been 
for months in the basement of the City 
Hall. When the matter of establishing 
a police signal system was first men- 
tioned, in connection with the issue of 
fire department bonds, and there was 
a probability that those bonds would 
be voted, the California agent for the 
Gamewell Fire Alarm Telegraph Com- 
pany set up in miniature a complete 
system in the City Hall. It has never 
been removed and all that is necessary 
to put it in working order is to con- 
nect it with the batteries which ac- 
company it. The company’s agent is 
expected to arrive here today with 
City Electrician Francis, who has been 
in San Francisco for ten days, and is 
now en route home by steamer. If 
only the one company Is represented, a 
Lest of that one system will be had. 


WANT THE BONDS, 


The City’s Credit is Excellent in the 


East. 

Since the issue of fire department, 
bridge, tunnel and park bonds was au- 
thorized by the voters of this city at 
the two recent special elections, City 
Clerk Hance has received almost daily 
a number of letters from eastern bank- 
ing houses and brokers asking for in- 
formation as to the terms of the bonds, 
when they will be issued, and request- 
ing especially that he keep them ad- 
vised as to the time when bids for the 
several issues will be received, as 
nearly all of the houses which have 
communicated with him have expressed 
a desire to bid. Some of these com- 
munications are from the leading finan- 
cial institutions in the East, and such 
of them as express any opinion on the 
bonds, state that they consider Los 
Angeles municipal bonds excellent in- 
vestments. The credit of the city is 
excellent in the East, and there is no 
doubt but that when the bonds are 
issued there will be some lively bidding 
for them. This is certain to result in 
the city’s receiving a handsome 
premium from the several issues. The 
members of the Finance Committee of 
the Council are confident that the 
premium will be more than enough to 
pay for all the expenses of the special]

{AT THE COURT HOUSE, 


THE VIGNOLO MURDER. 


EVIDENCE INTRODUCED TO SUS- 
TAIN THE SELF-DEFENSE PLEA. 


The Deceased Alleged to Have Car- 
ried a Dagger in Her Stocking. 
Joxe Machado Saw the Knife 
Picked Up at the Scene of the 
Murder. ® 


The further hearing in the trial of 
George Vignolo, on the charge of hav- 
ing murdered his wife on the night of 
June 12, on the San Fernando road, 
developed sensational interest yester- 
day. 

Attention was directed yesterday to 
the fact that the defense had sought 
to obtain a continuance of the case on 
the ground that a very material wit- 
ness, Joe Dominguez, was in Ensenada, 
Lower California, and that the defense 
had not been able to perfect arrange- 
ments for paying his way back to the 
city. It was understood that Domin- 
guez would testify if present in court 
that he had picked up a knife near the 
dead body of Mrs. Vignolo—a most im- 
portant admission, tending to strongly 
corroborate the confession made by the 
defendant in the presence of the Coro- 
ner and the police officers on the night 
of the tragic affair, while he was under 
arrest. 

The court refused to grant the mo- 
tion for a continuance, and yesterday 
Assistant District Attorney Williams, 
for some purpose not perfectly clear, 
made José Machado, an important wit- 
ness for the defense, a witness for the 
prosecution. It was known that Ma- 
chado’s testimony would be comple- 
mentary to that of the absent Domin- 
guez, and so it proved to be. He tes- 
tified that he saw Dominguez pick up 
a white-handled, double-edged knife 
near the dead woman's body. Being 
pressed to tell the exact place where it 
was found. Machado stated that it was 
about three steps away from, but in 
line with the dead woman's feet. Three 
steps would mean anywhere from seven 
to nine feet away, and the defense 
will have to explain why the knife 
should be found in such a _ position 
when, according to the defendant's con- 
fession, Mrs. Vignolo was shot in the 
head as she swung around from the 
impetus of the hliow she aimed at the 
husband, and fell dead in her tracks. 

When the case for the defense was 
opened the various witnesses all agreed 
on the point that Mrs. Vignolo carried 
a double-edged, pearl-handled dagger, 
and that she carried it in her stocking, 
Al Barrel, proprietor of the road house 
on the San Fernando road, testified 
that during the one-sided quarrel be- 
tween the defendant and his wife in 
the saloon, she reacned down as though 
to reach something underneath her 
garments. Giovanni Scotto, who runr 
the saloon where the defendant was 
employed, testified to having seen the 
dagger previously alluded to in the 
possession of the deceased. A party, 
including Mrs. Vignolo, had gone to 
Santa Monica, and the deceased was 
trying to kick off the hat of one of the 
men. She made the attempt several 
time, and while doing s0 a ~»pearl- 
handled dagger fell from her stocking 
to the ground. 

Similar testimony was given by other 
witnesses. but by none so forcibly as 
by Mrs. M. Hawkins. It was not so 
much what this witness said, as her 
manner of saying it, and the absolutely 
gulleless way in which she testified 
that gave weight to her testimony. 
She stated that while returning to her 
father’s home at Boyle Heights one day 
toward the end of February of last 
year, Mrs. Vignolo got upon the street 
car, and alighted when she did. The 
witness fixed the date by her marriage, 
which took place.on March 8, Mrs. 
Vignolo overtook her on the road and 
asked if she was not Miss Hare. Re- 
ceiving an answer in the affirmative. 
she pulled out a letter and offered it 
to the witness, asking if she recognized 
the handwriting. Peing told by the 
witness that she did not, Mrs. Vizgnolo 
said that she was trying to find out 
if George was unfaithful-to her: that 
she was not like Mrs. Vignolo No. 1, 
but that she was ready for hirn—ready 
all the time— and that she carried a 
knife in her stocking. 

Mrs. Hawkins said that old Mrs. Vig- 
nolo, the defendant's mother, had heen 
her god-mother, and that she was a 
thoroughly good woman, and that she 
had known the defendant’s family since 
her childhood. When the defendant's 
wife approached ‘ner she mistook her 
for her sister, and thought the letter 
she exhibited was in her handwriting. 
She was very much frightened at the 
woman's behavior, for she had scarcely 
known ‘ner by sight, and knew that she 
was declared not a good woman, and 
so when she got home she told her 
parents what had happened. She did 
not tell the defendant. for she had not 
seen him for a long time, but she did 
see his brother, and told fhim. 

T’pon cross-examination the witness 
added little to her testimony, but re- 
mained unshaken in that. . 

E. Rose, a young fellow who was 
around the house where Mrs. Vignolo 
roomed, told of several conv2rsations 
he had with the deceased while she was 
eonfined to her room by jilness. She 
talked about her husband a good dea! 
and incidentally remarked that she 
didn’t have much love for him. One 
day she pointed from the window and 
said: “There he ‘stands across the 
street: I'd like to kill him. and {ff ever 
I get a chance at him I will.” Witness 
told the defendant about the remartlk 
ten days or.two weeks after. Deceased 
also said that she carried a knife about 
with her. but witness never saw it. 

John Castera. who keeps a store and 
saloon at No. 1086 West Jefferson street. 
testified to Mrs. Vignolo and a young 
man visiting his. place and having a 
row in the reception-room. He went in 
to quiet them, and she cursed him and

The firm of EMaston, Eldridge & Co. 
was agent for the tract, and, as it is 
a common experience of real estate men 
that a purchaser is often willing 
assume a mortgage where he will not 
make one, it was customary for the 
firm to convey property to some one of 
the employés, Who would make a mort- 
gage, which in turn the purchaser 
would assume. In the case at bar, lots 
16 and 17, block D, of the Menlo tract, 
had been conveyed to Frank J. Steele 
in June, 1896, subject to a blanket 
mortgage on the tract, given to secure 
two notes for $25,000 and $105,000, re- 
spectively, in favor of the Briswalter 
Land and Water Company. When Me- 
Cray came along and desired to buy 
these lots, he was not unwilling to 
make a mortgage, and the one made 
by Steele was canceled. 

Quatman had conveyed the lots to 
Steele, and he in turn to George IP. 
Easton, who made the deed to McCray. 
The plaintiff claims that McCray was 
aware of the building clause contained 
in the -original deed, and would thus 
be imposed along the. chain of deeds 
according to plaintiff's contention; but 
the defendant allezes that the deeds 
were transferred for the fraudulent 
purpose of making it appear that he 
obtained a free and unincumbered title 
to the two lots. 

The specific injury which plaintiff al- 
leges he has suffered, and which forms 
the basis of the action, lies in the fact 
that McCray has put up a dwelling- 
house which has cost ony $390, and 
which is unsightly in character and 
detrimental to the value of property in 
the vicinity.

MARCHER IS ARRESTED. 


Now Out on Bail—Gove Sarrendere sl 
by His Rondamen. 

Frank A. Marcher, the jeweler who 
is alleged to have taken a part in 2 
transaction in which H. J. Loomia, a 
Cucamonga farmer, waa induced to loan 
$1190 on $130 worth of bogus fewelry, 
Was arrested yesterday by Private De- 
tective Gard, whe has charge of the 
case for the victim. Marcher was re- 
leased on $1200 bonds, furnished by his 
sister-in-law in Justice Sexton's court 
at University. Charles A. Gove, alias 
J. W. Jackson, Marcher’s alleged as- 
sistant in the deal, was surrendered 
yesterday afternoon by his bondsman, 
a Mr. Salisbury, who is a brother of 
Gove’s wife. He is now incarcerated in 
the jail at University. 

Detective Gard had been erroneously 
informed last Sunday morning that 
Marcher had taken a train for the 
East. Monday morning, however, the 
detective learned that Marcher’s 
prother had called at his home, No. 1156 
Maple avenue, early Sunday and in- 
formed him that a warrant for his ar- 
rest was out, and that the shady scheme 
was otherwise exploited. Nothing was 
seen of Frank A. Marcher after that, 
until yesterday afternoon. Late Mon- 
day the detective heard that Marcher 
was in telephone communication with 
his attorney, so he took it for granted 
that he must be in the city, most prob- 
ably in his home. A detective was sta- 
tioned near the Marcher. residence 
Monday night, and he kept his post 
until early yesterday morning, when he 
was relieved by Detective Gard. The 
latter purposely made himself conspic- 
uous in front of the place. Some min- 
utes later Mrs. Marcher and a young 
man emerged from the house. The 
youth accosted Gard, and after assur- 
ing himself that he was addressing the 
desired person, he informed the detec- 
tive that Marcher’s attorney wished to 
speak to him over the telephone. In 
this conversation it was agreed that 
Marcher should go with Gard to the 
latter’s office. There the warrant. for 
his arrest, charging him with having 
obtained money under false pretenses, 
was read to him, and he then went to 
Justice Sexton’s court with his sister- 
in-law and gave bond. 

Marcher still protests that he knows 
no reason for his arrest. He says that 
he did not really leave the city, but 
that he merely “spent Saturday night 
and Sunday at Santa Monica. 

Marcher’s brother has a jewelry store 
on Fourth street, between Spring and 
Sroadway, but it is in his wife’s name. 
It is said that all: the couple possess 
mutually is a homestead. and It {gs in- 
timated that the $1299 bond they fur- 
nished may yet he rejected. 

Mr. Salisbury, whose sister Gove mare 
ried but three months ago: called on 
Chief Glass vesterday for information 
concerning Gove. The (Chief said he 
knew nothing to the cred 't of Gove, but 


referred him to Detective Gard. When

THE WAR SITUATION.

CUBA AND THE INSURGENT.. 

Dispatches from Santiago indicate 
that the Cuban insurgents undef Gen. 
Garcia are disgruntled because the 
city of Santiago, upon its” surrender 
to Gen. Shafter, was not turnéd over 
to them to be looted. There is said 
to be a growing feeling of ill will be- 
tween our forces and those of the in- 
Surgent general, and the possibility 
of open hostilities, even, is fore- 
shadowed. Tne insurgents were evi- 
dently possessed with the idea that the 
conquered territory would be turned 
over to them, so fast as the Spaniards 
were driven out, and that they weuld 
be permitted to do as they pleased. 
They have already been  undeceived 
in this respect, and are destined ty 
receive some lessons which they will 
not soon forget, should they presume 
to enter upon a policy of open hus- 
tility to the authority of the United 
States. 

The invasion of Cuba was undéder- 


taken in behalf of the people of 
Cuba, in order that they migat be 
made free and independent. The in- 


surgents who are under arms are not 
by any means ail of the people of 
Cuba. They have no mora! right to 
expect, at the present stage of the 
War, to be invested with plenary 
powers. The task upon which the 
United States has entered is the ex- 
pulsion of the Spanish military and 
naval power from Cuba and Cuban 
waters, and the restoration of tran- 


and will be dealt with accordingly; 
for we shall accomplish at all hazards 
the tesk to which we have set our 
hands and hearts. 

Having entered upon this war for the 
freedom of Cuba, we owe it to our- 
selves, to the people of Cuba, to hu- 
manity and to civilization to see to 
it that the last state of Cuba shall 
not be ‘worse than the first. Before 
the people of Cuba can be entrusted 
with the grave and difficult responsi- 
bilities of self-government, they must 
prove themselves to be in some con- 
vincing degree capable of bearing 
these responsibilities. For the pres- 
ent, it is our duty to protect them 
against themselves; to see that prop- 
erty rights are respected and that good 
order is maintained throughout’ the 
territory that comes under our con- 
trol by force of arms. When tran- 
quillity has been restored throughcut 
the island and when property and 
personal rights are fully respected, 
the strong arm of our authority may 
safely be- ‘withdrawn, but not sooner. 

President McKinley's instructions 
to Gen. Shafter outline our present 
policy as regards the conquered ter- 
ritory. That policy is just to all. tt 
is wise, humane, and beneficent. Its 
realization will be beneficial to Cubans 
of all classes, and will work injustice 
to none. It is to be hoped that the 
insurgents will recognize the wisdom 
of our plans and the justice of our 
methods. If they are capable of com- 
prehending our purposes and the 
benefits which will accrue to them 
from the realization thereof. well 
and good. If not, they will have to 
take the consequences. We are fairly 
entered upon the work of disinfection 
and regeneration in Cuba, and shall 
carry this work through to a success- 
ful conclusion at all hazards. 


CHEERS FOR THE RANK AND FIIE, 

Here is a refreshing bit of an in- 
cident that occurred in the fleet be- 
fore Santiago when the news reached 
the ships through wig-wag signals, 
that Toral had surrendered and the 
city was ours: 

“The colored signal Jights on Ad- 
miral Sampson’s flagship New York 
flashed a congratulatory message to 
Commodore Schley. A delegation 
from the crew ran aft and requested 
permissicn to cheer. This was given. 

“*Three cheers for Commodore 
Schley,’ came a voice from out of 
the darkness.

SEPARATE THE CONVENTIONS. 

There is much to be éaid against, 
and little to be said in favor of, the 
practice which has. heretofore pre- 
vailed in this State, of holding the 
Congress District conventions at the 
same place with the State conven- 
tions. The custom has been to make 
the delegates to the State convention 
also delegates to the Congress District 
conventions. The latter conventions 
are held between the sessions of the 
State convention, the nominations for 
Congress thus being made, in. fact, 
within the atmosphere and more or 
less within the influence, of the State 


.| convention. 


All this is wrong in principle and 
pernicious in practice. The Congress 
District conventions have nothing 
whatever to do with the State con- 
vention. There is no good reason why 
conventions for the nomination — of 
candidates for State offices and for 
national offices should be held at the 
same time and place. There are good 
reasons why conventions should not 
be so held. 

The Congress District Convention 
ought to be held within the limits of 
the district for which the nomination 
is to be made. The business which it 
is called upon to transact is local to 
that district. Delegates should be se- 
lected solely with a view to discharg- 
ing the duties of the District Conven- 
tion, ana of course’ should be held 
strictly responsible for the faithful 
and efficient discharge of those duties. 
Holding the convention, thus, within 
the Congress District, it is subject to 
the influences and sentiments of local 
environment, as it should be. On the 
contrary, when the Congress District 
conventions are held as a sort of ad- 
junct or side-show to the State Con- 
vention, they are’ apt to be, and 
usually are, influenced to a greater 
or less extent by® their environment. 
It often happens that votes for Con- 
gressional candidates are traded for 
votes for State candidates, and vice 
versa. The effects of this possible 
trading and log-rolling business 1s 
demoralizing, not only to the Con- 
gress conventions. but to the State 
conventions. Therefore, these con- 
ventions should be held separately 
The Congress conventions should. be 
held within the several Congress dis- 
tricts, and should be composed — of 
aelegates chosen by the people for the 
express purpose of nominating candi- 
dates for Congress, unhampered by 
any outside influence. 


ADULTERATION OF FOOD PRODUCTE. 

The adulteration of food products 

has become a national evil: in the 
United States. It is almost impossi- 
ble to obtain solid or liquid food that 
is not adulterated. The extent to 
which this practice has developed is 
astonishing. For instance, one might 
naturally suppose that in a section 
like California, where fruit is ‘so 
plentiful and cheap that the growers 
are often unable to sell it at a profit, 
there would be no difficulty in finding 
plenty of pure fruit preserves. Yet, 
it was recently stated in one of the 
San Francisco papers that, of thirteen 
samples of raspberry jelly analyzed 
there, eleven contained no fruit juice 
whatever. Some of them were com- 
posed of slaughter-house products, 
flavored with fruit essence. Again, of 
a dozen samples of California olive 
oil, which were examined, only two 
were found to be pure, the others be- 
ing adulterated with cotton seed oil, 
or other cheap oils. 
_ The San Francisco Board of Health 
has recently shown commendable ac- 
tivity in inforcing the pure-food law, 
which, until now, has been almost a 
dead letter. The example of the San 
Francisco board should be imitated in 
Other cities of the State. As a San 
Francisco journal points out, the ex- 
pulsion of impure foods from San 
Francisco tends to drive them _ to 
other California localities, as goods 
which cannot be sold there are packed 
up and shipped for sale somewhere 
else. 

lt is suggested—and the suggestion 
is a good one—that the problem of 
pure food is one which should be 
taken up by the nation. The sale of 
impure foods and cheap adulterated 
erticles not only works harm to the 
health of the people, but it is unfair 
to dealers who manufacture a pure 
article, as they cannot possibly com- 
pete with those who adulterate. 

If there is one duty which a gov- 
ernment owes to its people, it is to 
see that their health is not destroyed 
by adulterated foods and: drinks. This 
is especially the case in a country 
like the United States, where so 
much protection is given, through the 
tariff. to American manufacturers. 
A well-considered measure, forbid- 
ding the adulteration of foods and 
drinks, under a heavy penalty, should 
be introduced in Congress at an early 
date. 


If Harvard University desires to 
utterly destroy the popularity of 
that institution of learning, it should 
employ a few more copperheads like 
Charles Elliott Norton in its faculty.

LIQUID AIR AS AN EXPLOSIVES. 

It seems that we have not yet 
heard all that is to be said about 
that wonderful new product, liquid 
air, which promises to develop. into 
one of the most important discoveries 
of the century. in addition td& its 
uses for refrigerating purposes, it ap- 
pears that liquid air may be used as 
a source of immense power, for ruu- 
ning engines, or as an explosive. -At 
a recent test, in the laboratory of 
the inventor in New York, a single 
thread, dipped. in liquid air, ‘burst 
open a piece of gas pipe, inside a 
piece of 6-inch water pipe, splinter- 
ing the pipes into needle-like pieces, 
breaking the laboratory windows and 
shaking the grdund’ like a blast, and 
this although both ends of the pipe 
were left open, so that there was 
nothing to prevent the escape of the 


the inventor of this wonderful sub- 
stance, speaks as tollows in regard to 
tne use of liquid air for power: 
“Liquid air furnishes the over- 
throw ot all the present standards of 
force and the introduction of a new 
power of boundless possibilities. If 
one of our battleships installed the

Farce- 
comedy is the art of dramatic carica- 
ture, and when the caricaturist is an 
artist, it is a joy to every soul that 
is blessed with a just sense of the 
ridiculous. ‘“‘The Gey Parisians” is a 
merry string of improbable scrapes and 
impossible situations, so cleverly han- 
died that no part of the absurd carica- 
ture is out of drawing. 

L. R. Stockwel! needs no introduc- 
tion to Los Angeles, where his powers 
as a funmaker are appreciated almost 


as keenly as in San Francisco. The 
part of ‘Joseph Finglet’’ gives full 
scope to his ability as a comedian. 


That funny little fat fool of a hen- 
pecked husband would send an audi- 
ence into rears of laughter simply by 
being alive, but Pinglet proposés not 
only to live, but to enjoy life to the 
best of his ability. To this end, he 
SyMpathizes heartily with the sorrows 
of the pretty, neglected wife of his 
next-door neighbor, and takes advan- 
tage of the absence of his own elderly 
and somewhat acid spouse to help his 
fair neighbor “get even’ with her er- 
rant husband. Pinglet’s plan of revenge 
includes an evening at the theater and 
a& Supper afterward at an hotel famous 
for its facilities for little suppers. It 
it also famous for its haunted room, 
and it happens that the indifferent 
lord of the beautiful Marcelle, being an 
architect, has been summoned to in- 
vestigate the causes of the noctural 
disturbances attributed to ghosts So 
he goes also to the Hotel Mascotte. In 
fact, everybody goes to the Hotel Mas- 
cotte on that particular evening, and 
some very pretty surprise parties take 
place, which are accounted for only by 
some astonishingly nimble lying in the 
last act. The possibilities for complica- 
tions are wide, and the playwright evi- 
dently had it on his conscience to let 
none of them get away. Pinglet has 
innumerable close shaves, but he bobs 
up every time with the quenchless 
buoyancy of a toy balloon, and finishes 
on top of the whole situation, a monu- 
ment of innocence and virtue. Any- 
one who has ever seen Stockwell needs 
no exposition of his method of han- 
dling this part, and those unfortunates 
who have not, would get little idea of it 
from any description. Such a bubbling 
fountain of fun has to be seen before 
appreciation becomes a possibility. 

Miss Howe is in her élement as 
Mrs. Pinglet. She dearly loves the 
part of a fussy old hen, and always 
does it well. Miss Oliver is as clever 
and graceful as usual in the role of 
Marcelle, although it is not in her line 
and gives her no chance to show her 
power. Mr. Lonergan, as Paillard, the 
neglectful husband of Marcelle, has 
much the same sort of a part. It is 
good of its kind, and cleverly done, but 
such a role is the merest child’s play 
to an actor like Mr. Lonergan.

AN UNDESIRABLE BURDEN OF END- 
LESS LITIGATION, 


| Problems Presented in a Scheme fur 


Unloading the Plant on the 


People of Redlands, Perris andi 
Alessandro—Title Still in Liti-} 


gation, 


An interesting move in irrigation af- 
fairs is on in San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties, where the new 
Bear Valley Irrigation Company is 
seeking to induce the people of the 
Perris and Alessandro Irrigation Dis- 
tricts and the various cojperative com- 
panies of Redlands to join forces and 
purchase its plant. This proceeding 
recalis the history of the booming of 
land which it was proposed to bring 
under the Bear Valley system, and 
which led up to a long series of liti- 
gation not yet ended. 

The Bear Valley Company, starting 
on a modest basis to furnish water 
for Redlands, was led in time into at- 
tempting to furnish water for the ir- 
rigation of large bodies of land on the 
San Jacinto plains, while stock jobbing 
was resorted to until the company 
nominally represented a capital, paid 
up and prospective, of $5,000,000. The 
clever management of R. J. Waters at 
one time made the Bear Valley Com- 
pany one of the most solid institutions 
of Southern California, but the flatter- 
ing prospect of promised dividends of 
15 per cent. led the stockholders to sup- 
port jobbing schemes, and a receiver- 
ship resulted, Mr. Waters retiring from 
the company when it became manifest 
that professional promoters would con- 
trol the destiny of the company. 

Among the liabilities of the company 
was a mortgage for about $300,000, held 
by Cleveland, O., parties, and these 
creditors succeeded in getting control 
of the plant under the title of the New 
Bear Valley Company, on assuming lia- 
bilities, which promise to amount to 
$2,000,000, in addition to the mortgage, 
when cut down to the lowest point pos- 
sible by litigation. 

In working out the destiny of the 
country under the Bear Valley system, 
the validity of the lands of the Ales- 
sandro and Perris Irrigation Districts 


has been assailed, and this matter is]. 


still in the courts. Meanwhile there 
are those who are contesting in the 
Federal courts the claims of the Bear 
Valley Land and Water Company, one 
of the many corporations affiliated with 
the Bear Valley Irrigation Conipany in 
the past, to title to the plant of that 
company. 

Another point of litigation in the 
courts is the justness of a rate of 15 
cents per inch for water from Bear 
Valley, delivered at Alessandro and 
Perris, the rate having been fixed by 
the Riverside county Supervisors and 
being contested by the New Bear Val- 
ley Company. The Supervisors esti- 
mated the portion of the assets of the 
company used for Riverside county, at 
$290,000 in establishing the rate, while 
the company contends that a rate of 
35 cents is necessary to give due com- 
pensation. On the same basis, the pro- 
portional valuation for Redlands would 
not exceed $150,000 

That the new owners of the Bear 
Valley Company, finding themselves 
forced to contend in the courts for 
every point of vantage, should be de- 
sirious of surrendering the plant on a 
basis which would return the capital 
invested, is not remarkable, end to this 
end they have brought forw ard a pro- 
ject for selling .their plant to the 
water users. The latter have, however, 
become divided on the matter. On the 
one side the point is raised that prop- 
erty values notwithstanding the cer- 
tainty of water supply under some sys- 
tems, is affected by the constant litiga- 
tion, involving the corporation, which 
serves them. On the other hand, it is 
claimed that for the people to acquire 
the plant would simply bring on them 
the burden of litigation which the 
mismanagement of the plant in the past 
has made inevitable, and that the time 
will not be ripe for acquisition of the 
plant until the litigation is at an end. 
The Perris and Alessandro people point 
to the bonds of those districts outstand- 
ing as evidence that they are not in 
a position to assume new obligations: 
that even if they should go into the 
new project they would receive but 
three-tenths of the water and would 
be forced to pay nearly two-thirds of 
the purchase price, an expense which 
would make the burden of irrigation 
too heavy for the growing of decidu- 
ous fruits. The Redlands people, who 
are opposed to the project, point to 
the fact that the worst fate which can 
befall them is to ask the Supervisors 
to establish a rate for water service, 
which the valuation of the portion of 
the plant used by them is such as to 


secure them a very reasonable rate |: 


in such a contingency.

STAMP DIFFICULTIES. 


Revenue and Postage Stamps arc 
not Interchangeable. 

The postoffice department has decided 
that postmasters need Place no inter- 
nal revenue Stamps on the drafts which 
they draw in the course of their daily 
business. This decision has relieyeg 
considerable uncertainty. The new 
regulation is in line With the custom 
of allowing Official mail to S0 through 
the mails unstamped. ; 

Endless confusion has been caused 
by the misguided perseverance of the 
people who stamp their letters with 
internal revenue Stamps, or stick or- 
dinary postage Stamps on their checks 
and drafts. The Stamps are not inter- 
changable, and the sovernment refuses 
to accept one in lieu of the other, This 
is because it is desired to keep the 
postoffice and internal revenue account; 
separate. If postage stamps were 
used for revenue Stamps, it would be 
impossible to tell the amount of inter- 
nal revenue being received, or.to know 
Whether the postoffice System was be- 
ing run at a loss or profit to the gov- 
ernment.

Faile and Albert Corner with robbing 
a mail car at Oro Grande was sus- 
tcined yesterday by the United States 
District Court.
